I753 ' X ton fhew'd to the Royal Society fome 
time ago from Dudley in Staffordfhire, and which is 
engraved and defcribed in N° 496 of the TranfaBions^ 
caufed many arguments to what clafs of animals it 
belonged. Dr. Pococke afterwards produced two or 
three fpecimens of it extended, which proved it of 
fie cruftaceous tribe of animals. But none of his faid 
fpecimens being very fair, I have taken the liberty to 
lend you a very fair fpecknen of the faid foflil ex- 
tended, fent me laft week from the iron mines at 
Colnbrookdale in Shropfhire, and which abfolutely 
determines me to pronounce it to be the remains of a 
cruftaceous animal, of that kind called Pediculi ma- 
r!m\ which are fcaled all round, and can at will roil 
themfelves up : And this particular kind (not to my 
knowlege yet difcover'd from fea) may be juftly 
f/nonymed Pediculus marinus major trilobos. 

Tho' I heretofore thought it not defcribed by any 
Englifh author, yet I find it is defcribed and figured, 
tho 1 badly, by our late member Mr. Edw. Lhuyd, 
in his Lithophylacium Britannicum lchnographia> 
Epift. 1. p. 96, Table XXIL who found them in 
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plenty in quarries, juxta cedes nob. v. D. Gryjidti Rice 
de Newton, arm. prope oppidum SanSli Tei/avii, in 
comitatu Maridunia. He calls it Bughjfa curtaftri* 
go/a. He alfo gives the figure of it without any de- 
fcription, in the Pbil.Tranf, N° 243.
